ofj millions of dollar's worth of a prime 
necessity in' every household in tbe 
country, for the purpose of extorting 
an exorbitant price from the consumer, 
ougbt to fail, and the sooner tbe better 
for the community. 


The terms of twenty nix senators will

Goldthwaite of Alabama, Sanlsbnry of 
Delaware, Norwood of Georgia, Stev- 
enson of Kentucky, Hansom of North 
Carolina, Kelly of Oregjn, Cooper of 
Ti nnessee, Johnston of Virginia, and 
Davis of West Virginia, and one an 
independent, Hamilton of Texas 
In 


addition to these, the new state of Col- 
orado, whose politics is in doubt, »ill 
elect two senators, and Louisiana will 
elect a second senator to fill the vacan- 
cy for which Senator Pinohback so long 
contended. 


Thus there will be twenty nine seats 


to be filled by new men nest March. 
The present is divided between 42 re- 
publicans, twenty-nine demoorats, and 
two independents, giiving the repubh 
cans a majority of 11. The next senate 
will consist of seventy-six eenalOH. 
If 


the democrats hold their present seat 
and elect nine others of the twenty nine 
senators to be chosen then, with a dem- 
ocratic vice president in the chair, they 
will control the upper house of con- 
gress. 


The republicans may jaldttlatc on los- 


ing a senator in Arkansas, perhaps one 
in Mississippi, and one Jin Louisiana 
but if the elections were fairly held 
thej would carry both of the Utte 
states. The republicans will hava , ti 
fight hard to save their senator in New 
Jersey, and there will be a (close am 
exciting race in Colorado, but we thin! 
tho republicans will win the election in 
that new silver state.— Chicago Trib
